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DETAILED ACTION 

1. After a thorough search and examination of the present application and in light of the 
prior art made of record, Applicant's response of August 11, 2005, Claims 1-86 are 
allowed. The Applicant's Information Disclosure Statement, filed on August 1 1 , 2005, 
has been signed by the Examiner as attached. 

Reason for Allowable 

2. In the Examiner Susan Rayyan's Office Action for Final Rejection of February 1 1 , 
2005, 35 U.S.C. 35 U.S.C. § 103, rejections was primarily based on the reference, "New 
Privista Product Provides Early Warning System to Combat Identity Theft ID Guard to 
Build Consumer Confidence, Save Companies in Lost Revenues", October 23, 2000 
(hereafter "Warning System"). In fulfilling the agreement reached with the Examiner 
Susan Rayyan for providing a copy of notification of the purchase of Privista, the 
Applicant provided a copy of NOTICE OF RECORDATION OF ASSIGNMENT 
DOCUMENT of March 19, 2003 (hereafter "NOTICE") which assigned Privista's interest 
of U.S. Patent Applications 09/737,459 (Filed on 12/14/200) and 09/796,719 (Filed on 
02/28/2001) to EQUIFAX, Inc., the rejected claims' assignee. After a thorough review, 
the Examiner noted the two applications assigned in the NOTICE disclose the subject 
matter of the Warning System. In light of the evidence as provided, the Examiner 
recognized the Applicant has overcome the rejections of record. 

Further, the subject matter of "generating a credit report for the user and when at 
least one of said modifications occurs, sending a notification to the user substantially 
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contemporaneously with when said at least one modification occurs, to the user that at 
least one modification has occurred" or its equivalent forms, appearing in the limitation 
of every independent claim, distinct from the prior art, specifically the notification was 
sent to user substantially contemporaneously. 

After a further review of the above consideration and an update search conducted as 
described below, the claims 1-86, as amended of January 18, 2005, is hereby allowed. 

A search for the prior arts on EAST database has been recently conducted to further 
extend and update the scope the searches conducted during the past one and half 
years on domains (EAST, Google, NPL, Oracle, IBM Redbooks, etc). The prior arts 
searched and investigated in domains (EAST, Google, NPL, Oracle, IBM Redbooks, 
etc) do not fairly teach or suggest the teaching of the subject matter as previously 
described and claimed in the independent claims 1, 5, 12, 14, 22, 26, 41, 47, 56, 65, 70 
and 76. 

The dependent Claims 2-4 and 35, 6-1 1 and 36, 13-18 and 37, 20-21 and 38, 23-25 
and 39, 27-34 and 40, 42-46, 48-55, 57-64, 66-69, 71-75 and 77-86, depending claims 
1, 5, 12, 14, 22, 26, 41, 47, 56, 65, 70 and 76, respectively, also distinct from the prior 
art for the same reason.
